This  is  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

Ante- natal  and  post-natal  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the 
Welfare  Centres  on  Tresco  ,  St.  Mary's  and  at  the  doctor's  surgery. 
All  the  expectant  mothers  attend  for  regular  ante-natal  examinat¬ 
ions  and  for  post-natal  examination  six  weeks  after  their  confine¬ 
ment.  During  the  year  there  was  one  death  due  to  pregnancy  and  the 
cause  of  death  in  this  case  was  due  to  post-partum  eclampsia. 

There  are  now  two  dentists  in  practice  in  partnership  on  the 
Islands  so  that  the  dental  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers 
and  for  children  under  five  years  of  age  is  very  satisfactory. 

This  treatment  is  carried  out  under  part  iv  of  the  national  Health 
Service  Act.

Sewage

No  change  has  taken  place  in  operation  of  part  III  of  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  and  under  the  present  conditions  it 
runs  quite  satisfactorily.
